graduated, in 1881. This was a third 
honor then. 
Freed from college, the young man 


first realized that his extremely youth- 
ful appearance and delicate physique 
might be a bar to his obtaining employ- 
ment. He was inclined to enter the

One night at dinner a friend

him during n conversation about the 
practice of law that, if he was tired 
out. he knew where a professorship 
was open.

CONGRESSIONAL ELECTIONS. 


In their general aspects the results 


of the congressional elections Tuesday 
show about what was expected. The 
democrats have made distinct gains 
in many states of the north, notably in 
Indiana and Illinois. The next house 
will have a greatly reduced republican 
majority and that there will be a ma- 
jority at all for that party must be al- 
most wholly ascribed to the "stand 
by the president" policy of the con- 
gressional campaign. Returns almost, 
but not quite complete, indicate that 
the republicans will have a majority 
of between fifty and 
sixty in the 


house of the sixtieth congress. More 
reliable returns will doubtless reduce 
the apparent republican majority. 


Somo striking results have been 


achieved by democrats. In this state 
Hon. Fred Landis, republican, was de- 
feated in the eleventh district by a 
distinct plurality and in the eighth 
district Hon. George W. Cromer re- 
ceived what republican rivals have 
been for years trying to administer to 
him.

Congressman 
Babcock, of Wisconsin, the tariff re-

flldate. Fifty thousand plurality looks 
large, but In view of the character of 
tha fight, the tremendous Interests, 
political and business arrayed against 
him, together with the direct hand 
taken by President Roosevelt in the 
contest.it cannot be held that Hearst's 
prestige hai greatly suffered. He re- 
main! a potent factor In the politics 
of the Empire state and In the na- 
tional affairs of his party. He waged 
a strenuous and brilliant light and 
that he was not more overwhelmingly 
beaten may be regarded as a matter 
of surprise. 


Governor-elect Hughes will go into 


office supported by a general confi- 
dence in his ability and Integrity. Ha 
Is a prudent, temperate-minded man 
who is In no wise given to boasting, 
who has confined his promises to a 
simple statement that he 
will bo 


guided by the law and his sense of 
du^y ami who js known to have cour- 
age, ability and honesty. 
He is no 


politician, in tho nonso generally un- 
derstood, as his campaign proved 
But ho appears to havo been able t-j 
convlnco tho people of his nincere 


retired to private life, and in Minne- 
sota Congressman McCleary, eminent 
standpatter and member of the ways 
and means committee, failed to con- 
vince his constituents that proximity 
to Iowa was a poor excuse for the 
Iowa Idea In Minnesota.

ident Roosevelt has dismissed from 
the army In disgrace every man be- 
longing to companies B, C and D of 
the Twenty-fifth United States Infan-

This action, unprecedented In the 


history of the army, is the result of 
the disgraceful affair at Brownsville, 
Tex., on the night of August 13 last, 
when some drunken soldiers of the 
battalion flred into the residences of 
citizens, killing one man and seri- 
ously wounding another 


them. Certainly there are enough fine 
white young: men in this big country 
to make soldiers of without recruiting 
from such a source." 
This alleged statement by Col. Pitch- 


er having been brought to the atten- 
tion of the president, the following 
communication with regard to it was 
sent to the war department by Secre- 
tary Loeb: 
"The president directs that an Im- 


mediate report be called for from CoL 
Pitcher, to know whether or not he is 
correctly quoted in the inclosed clip- 
ping; and if he Is correctly quoted the 
president directs that proceedings be 
taken against him for such punish- 
ment as can be inflicted. The presi- 
dent thinks that such conduct is but 
little better than that of tha offending 
nesro troops themselves. 


"William Loeb, Jr., 


"Secretary to the President." 
Is a Picturesque Colonel. 


This is not the first time that Col. 


Pitcher has been the chief figure In a 
sensational incident. 
Two years ago 


he was accused of jilting Miss Caro- 
lina Harold, a young woman of Wash- 
ington, a few days before the date set 
for their wedding. Charges of conduct 
unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man were preferred against him. 


Col. Pitcher has been reckoned ona 


of the most 
genial, 
whole-souled, 


rollicking officers>of the army. In mil- 
itary circles he is familiarly known as 
Col. "Bill," because of his bluff, hearty, 
outspoken manner. His father was a 
classmate of TJ. S. Grant. When Gen. 
Pitcher, in 1861, was on recruiting 
d'uty at Springfield, 111., he employed 
Grant as his clerk. When Grant be- 
came president he appointed one of 
Gen. 
Pitcher's sons. John, to West 


Point, and the other, William, to the 
army from civil life. 


Hero of "Fighting Eighth." 


Pitcher's entire army service up to 


the time he received his promotion to 
the colonelcy was spent in the "fight- 
Ing Eighth" infantry, 
of which his 


father formerly was the colonel. Dur- 
ing the American occupation of Cuba 
in 189S-'99 Pitcher was promoted to 
the rank ot major and was made com- 
mander of the provost guard. This 
gave him absolute control over the Cu- 
ban and Spanish policemen, and so 
stern was his discipline that Cuban 
mothers used to whisper his name to 
frighten their children Into obedience. 
His discipline was equally strict with 
Americans and Cubans. He ruled Ha- 
vana with an iron hand, but with ab- 
soluto impartiality rind justice. Amer- 
icans, Cubans 
and Spaniards were 


compelled to obey the municipal code 
or Buffer, and many was the aristo- 
cratic native or Spaniard he sent to 
the rock pile for disobedience of law. 


In 1900 Major Pitcher was sent with 


the Eighth regiment to China to take 
part In the boxer war. Afterwards he 
served in the Philippines, where ha 
becaume lieutenant colonel ot the 
Twenty-eighth Infantry. 


During the present year Col. Pitcher 


•was placed In command of Fort Sheri- 
dan, near Chicago.

I recognize the fact that ft number 
of men who have no direct knowl- 
edge as to the identity of the men of 
the Twenty-fifth Infantry who act- 
ually fired the shots on the night of 
August 13, 1906, will incur this ex- 
treme penalty. 
It has been established by careful

reasonable 


doubt, that the firing into the houses 
of the citizens of Brownsville while 
the inhabitants thereof were pursu- 
ing their peaceful vocations or sleep- 
ing, and by which one citizen was 
killed and the chief of police so seri- 
ously wounded that he lost an arm 
was done by enlisted men of the 
Twenty-fifth infantry, belonging to 
the battalllon stationed at Fort -Brown 
After due opportunity and notice the 
enlisted men of the Twenty-fifth In- 
fantry have failed to tell all that It 
Is reasonable Jto believe they know 
concerning the shooting. 


"If they had done so, if they had 


been willing to relate all the circum- 
stances and Incidents preliminary to 
the trouble, it is extremely probable 
that a clew to sufficiently definite re- 
sults would have been 
disclosed. 


They appeared to stand together in a 
determination to resist the detection 
of the guilty; therefore they should 
stand together when the penalty 
falls.

"If painted a d:irk Kfeen or any shade 
thjit. mutches the surroundings, these 
terra cotta vessels iruiy be made quite 
attractive, and now tiiat m;my of them 
are covered with qunint. .Inpnnese drag- 
ons, 
or bold designs of (lowers, they 


are more effective than a plain Delft 
bowl, or even some of the antique 
brass jars. 


"Tubs of this earthen ware hnve an- 


other advantage besides being porous, 
for there are 
holes In the bottom 


through which the water may drain 
and run into a saucerlike vessel on 
which the Jars rest. 
This simple 


drainage keeps the water from back- 
ing up in the bottom of the vessel and 
rotting the roots, a condition that is 
almost bound to 
occur 
when 
(he 


palms and rubber plants are put in a 
metal, porcelain or even wooden tub, 
In which there are no holes to carry 
the surplus water off. Though few 
women realize it, the lack of drainage 
in vessels is what ruins so many oth- 
erwise hardy plants. 


"Next to terra cotta tubs, I believe 


that, wooden ones arc best for these 
foreign plants, provided there 
are 


holes through which the water may 
run out after it has 
worked itself 


through the dirt surrounding tho roots 
and given the nourishment, they re- 
quire. 


"As to the actual potting, the great- 


est care should be taken in changing 
a palm or rubber plant from one ves- 
sel to another. Be sure and not to dis- 
turb the roots and the earth around 
them any more than Is absolutely ne- 
cessary, for the transplanting always 
retards the growth for a few weeks 


oven when done by experts. The loose 
dirt, such as drops off easily, may 1>e 
removed before putting the roots into 
tho newly prepared pot. 


"A tub made to receive a palm, or 


rubber plant, for the winter, -should 
have plenty of rich black loam to sur- 
round the roots .ind a woll made drain 
in the bottom. This irrigation must 
be put in first nnd can be easily-muTi- 
aged once a woman knows how. It Is 
built, of broken pieces of flower pots, or 
glass bottles or mugs, arranged around 
the holes In the liotlom so that tho 
round portions cover the holes. form- 
Ing a. Borl. of tent, and keep I ho dirt, 
from cloRRing them and preventing tho 
water from running 
off. 


"With the 
drainiigi: complete the 


moist dirt msiy lie lilled 
in 
fnr the 


plants. 
I3e sure there is 
plenty of 


room for the 
roots to expand nnd 


grow, and hnve enough dirt in the ves- 
sel to hold them securely and 
glv« 


nourishment. for it is essential that. :i 
palm or rubber plant be kept In a 
good position in n tub, and also thnt 
the earth around it be in such n con- 
dition that the roots will be properly 
nourished. 


"As to watering these plants, 1 might 


say that too much water cannot bo 
given them, for they drink enormous 
quantities, and occasionally' if In n 
warm room two or three drinks in 
twenty-four hours is not too much to 
promote healthy growth. 


"Most of the water should be poured 


around the roots, but occasionally the 
leaves must bo sprayed or wiped off 
with a damp cloth, for they have pores 
that collect the dust and these need to 
be 
washed 
out. so the plants can 


.breathe, and incidentally 10 keep them 
from looking yellow and getting in a 
bad condition. The temperature of the 
water used on these plants should al- 
ways be about the same, neither luke 
warm nor excessively 
dold, for Icy 


water is not good. 


"As most rubber plants and palms 


are kept in living rooms the tempera- 
ture varies from sixty to eighty or 
eighty-five degrees, though I 
think 


anything 
below seventy is best for 


them. The regular temperature, even 
if over eighty degrees Fahrenheit, does 
not. 
do the plants as much harm as 


putting them in a draught where they 
are struck by blasts of frigid air, for 
then they are chilled and that Is harm- 
ful to their growth."

Explains Disappearance to Police. 
Chief of Police Adams today re- 


ceived the following statement from 
Hampton Junction, sent on authority 
of Hopkin's family: 


"Mr. Hopkins spent the Sunday prior 


to his disappearance with his family. 
Dn the following Friday night, July 20, 
he returned home after a busy day 
and found a letter awaiting him from 
Mrs. 
Hopkins. Ht at once wrote a re- 


ply and, desiring the letter to go out 
in the early morning mail, left his 
home for the purpose of mailing it 
as it was late at night. 


"As he was walking along the street 


some person dealt him a terrible blow 
on the head, which rendered him un- 
conscious. 


"From that time he was not con- 


scious of anything that transpired un- 
til he found he was on a moving train, 
which did not stop imtii it. reached Al- 
toona. Pa. There he was taken from 
a boxcar, in which he had been placed 
in a semi-conscious condition, unable 
at first to give any name or any ex- 
planation of what had occurred or how 
he came to be there. 


Comes To; Finds He is Robbed. 
"He was taken to the police station. 


When he gained consciousness be dis- 
covered he had been robbed of $50, a 
gold watch and chain, and all his cloth- 
ing except his trousers, shoos, and 
shirt. 


"The index finger of his left hand 


was badly mangled and his head was 
Injured. 
A dilapidated coat contain- 


ing a bottle of whisky had been thrown 
in the car. 


"The police justice refused to re- 


ceive an explanation. 
After begging 


to be allowed to write Mrs. Hopkins 
his request was granted. The letter 
never was received. Neither was one 
he intended to mail the night he was 
attacked. 


"He was taken for a tramp and sen 


tenced to hard labor breaking stone. 


"On being released 
Mr. Hopkins 


made his way to town, where he met 
an acquaintance of years ago, who 
rendered him assistance and gave him 
a recommendation by which he ob- 
tained work as a draftsman, and there- 
by earned sufficient funds to return 
home. 


"Mr. Hopkins had heard nothing of 


the excitement caused by finding a 
skeleton on a mountain. Ho knew 
nothing of the annoyance Mrs. Hop- 
kins had been subjected to in the in- 
vestigation of that case."

The steam plow has become a fa- 


miliar object in western Kansas. Man 
agers of the big implement houses 
here say that about 250 outfits have 
been sold in the last twelve months 
and that about 600 are in use on the 
western and central 
Kansas 
plains 


wherever the fields are large enough 
and the ground level enough to permit 
their operation. 


All through the western portions of 


the wheat belt big traction engines, 
with wheel tires nearly a yard wide, 
are at work pulling the gang plows 
and turning up the soil at the rate of 
thirty acres a day, with two men work- 
ing each outfit. These two men, work- 
ing In the old way, could plow only 
about six acres a day, so that the 
steam plow has increased the efficien- 
cy of labor fivefold in this one charac- 
ter of farm work. 


These outfits cost about $1,900, but 


the expense of plowing averages only 
about 40 cents an acre, as compared 
with an expense of 75 cents to $1.50 
an acre when the work is done by a 
man with a team. Therefore, a farmer 
who owns 1,000 acres of wheat lane 
can save enough in a few years to pa> 
for a steam plow. 
Kansas City dealers say that abou 


half the steam plows in the west are 
owned by large farmers and the re 
mainder belong to thrashing machine 
men who run the plows in the spring 
and the late fall when they are no: 
thrashing grain. 


The rush to get the fall plowing fln 


ished while the ground is in good con 
dition has prompted some farmers to 
run their steam plows at night, with 
a great glaring headlight streamin;

The only objection to the steam plou 


is that it enables farmers to plant more 
wheat than they can harvest. In por- 
tions of central and western Kansas, 
where the farms are large and the 
population is comparatively sparse, a 
favorable fall for plowing and plant- 
ing and a steam-plowing outfit at hand 
result in such large areas of wheat 
that when the harvest season comes 
the task of gathering the crop must 
wait on the incoming of hundreds of 
strangers to labor for a few weeks in 
harvest fields.

Washington. D. C.. Nov. 7.—The gov- 


ernment bureau of mines declares that 
this country will soon be producing tho 
bulk of tho world's supply of platinum, 
which might also be called the most in- 
dlspensaole of the metals, having found 
its way into so great a number ot Indus- 
trial and scientific uses. At J28 an ounce. 
Its present prk-c. It is the precious metal 
pnr excellence, costing considerably more 
tiian gold. 


"The 
main cause of tho rise in the price 
of platinum is the recent war between 
Russia and Japan." said Dr. David T. 
Day. 
chief of the bureau of mines. "Near- 
ly the whole of the world's supply of the 
metal has been derived hitherto from 
mines in the Ural mountains, where much 
of the work was done by political exiles. 
But when hostilities broke out It was 
thought that a good way to get rid of the 
exiles was to eend them to the front, 
and they were among the first to go. 
Very few of them have come back, and 
consequently the business of disging for 
platinum has been practically discontin- 
ued. 
Meanwhile tho world has been 
obliged to draw upon the reserve stock, 
which has not been replenished, the re- 
sult being that a. platinum famine is 
actually imminent and the price of the; 
metal lias gone soaring. 
''The emergency being serious, plati- 
num dealers and others interested appeal- 
ed to the government to investigate, 
with a view to finding what could be 
done to develop an American supply. In 
response congress gave to the bureau of 
mines authority to examine the so-called 
'black sinds' of the Pacific coast, which 
wuro more than suspected to contain con- 
siderable quantities of platinum. 
This 
was done and it was ascertained that 
the black sands, which had hitherto been 
regarded as worthless, could doubtless 
lie made to yield rich returns In [jlati- 
uum. 
"The 
mechanical contrivances required 


for separating the platinum, as well as 
sundry other valuable mineral substances, 
out of the black sands are already avail- 
able, a kind of shaking table being em- 
ployed, which causes the various ingred- 
ients of the mixture to part from one an- 
other according to their weights and to 
flow separately down a serits of little 
channels into receptacles suitably pro- 
vided 
It Is by such means that the blaci; 
sands will be "made to yield, doubtless for 
many centuries to come, their stores of 
tho "indispensable metal. 
The quantity 
of available raw material is practically 
unlimited, and already in one place in 
California 1.400 tons of black sands, ac- 
cumulated in gold mining, have been set 
aside for platinum extraction." 
The rise In the price of platinum since 


1SS9 has been astonishing. In that year, 
when it was only S3 per ounce, a syndi- 
cate mado an attempt to corner the mar- 
ket, buying up the entire product of the 
Tjral mines for a long while ahead and 
setting out to purchase all the looso scrap 
platinum In tho world. There proved to 
jo much more of tho latter than had 
jeen counted upon, however, and so the 
peculative bubble burst, the price of the 
nctal which had soared to J1S. dropping 
o Jll in 1S92. In 1S97 It was $14 an 
junce and since then it has steadily risen, 
mtll today it stands at $28—nearly three 
lines the price of fourteen years ago. 
Platinum linds tho most Important uses 
n Urn electrical arts. It ia largely em- 
iloyert In connection with both telegraph 
and telephone, and every Incandescent 
Ight must have a small piece of platinum 
wire to carry tho current to the carbon 
filament inside of the slass bulb. 
The 
metal in utilized In X-ray work and to no 
small extent in photography. Being proof 
against corrosion by ulr. und able to defy 
attack by any single acid (though It cnn 
jo dissolved In a mixture of nitric and 
hydrochloric acids), it Is admirably adapt- 
ed for nil sorts of Hctentlflc apparatus— 
especially such apparatus ns Is employed 
n chemical laboratories, where Its power 
•o resist lilKh heat renders it an admira- 
ble material for crucibles and various 
other receptacles. 
Immense quantities of black sandn have 
been thrown nnldo In heaps Incidental to 
mining for gold ut numerous places on the 
?acltlc coast and these accumulations 
•will afford a prolltable yield of platinum 
'or many years to come. Tho method to 
>o adopted for separating 
the 
metnl 
(based as It Is. upon aclenUnc principles) 
a slngualrly different from that In use In 
the mlnen of the Urals, whcro th« work- 
ers dig pits from fifteen to forty feet deep, 
until tho level of "pay dirt" is struck, 
and whereupon they drive tunnels In nl 
directions. 
The 
material 
taken 
out 
(which consists of gravel carried down 
from tho mountains ages ago) is washed 
n primitive mills, mostly by women, 
learly two hundred cart loads being re- 
quired to furnish one pound of platnium. 
In the placers thus described, by the way. 
are frequently found wonderful quartz 
crystals, the carving of which is perform- 
ed with great skill by the Russians.

In the Race is Limited. 


The negro race is now considered 


to be one of tho oldest races in the 
world, evidences of its existence in 
prehistoric times having been recentb 
liscovered throughout Africa, Aus 
tralia and Oceanlca. In historic times 
negroes were depicted on the monu 
ments of Egypt, thousands of years 
before the Anglo-Saxon had emerged 
from barbarism.
